Senator   Robert   K.   Brock 

The  name  of  Robert  K.  Brock  has  appeared  as 
Editor-in-Chief  in  the  pages  of  The  Record  since  the 
April  1928  issue,  which  was  the  third  number  of  the 
second  volume.  It  seems  clear,  from  a  statement  of 
Dr.  William  H.  Whiting  in  the  July  1928  issue,  that 
Senator  Brock  had  served  in  the  same  capacity  since 
the  initial  issue  of  October  1926. 

Death  has  now  severed  this  connection  of  nearly 
thirty-seven  years,  but  the  printed 
pages  of  this  journal  which  have 
appeared  during  that  period  will 
forever  attest  to  posterity  the  abid- 
ing service  and  merits  of  this  great 
gentleman,  his  unflagging  loyalty 
and  love  for  Hampden-Sydney,  his 
literary  skill,  his  success  in  recalling 
the  past  and  in  stimulating  efforts 
for  the  future. 

In  every  issue  from  the  beginning 
in  1926  until  1961,  when  he  could 
no  longer  submit  editorials,  Senator 
Brock  contributed  a  part  of  himself. 
Here  was  the  spiritual  biography  of 
this  devoted  son  of  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Here  were  the  opinions 
seasoned  and  full  of  wisdom;  here 
were  the  hopes  and  dream  he  had 
for  the  college  he  loved;  here  stood 
revealed    a    life    dedicated    to    that 
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institution. 

Mr.  Brock  was  truly  a  son  of 
Hampden-Sydney  in  all  ways.  In 
1886,  at  the  age  of  eight,  he  came  to 
Hampden-Sydney  when  his  father,  Henry  Clay  Brock, 
joined  the  faculty  here.  He  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  1897.  Except  for  an  interim  of  a 
few  years  during  which  he  taught  school  and  studied 
law,  he  continued  to  reside  at  Hampden-Sydney  until 
his  death.  During  that  time  he  maintained  a  law  office 
in  Farmville  and  served  two  extended  periods  in  the 
Virginia  State  Senate. 

But  beyond  his  long  residence  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
beyond  his  graduation  from  the  College,  he  con- 
tinually throughout  his  life  displayed  his  strong 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  alma  mater.  Even  as  a 
young  teacher  in  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  he  turned  many 
students  in  this  direction,  the  start  of  a  long  line  of 
young  men  from  that  mountain  capital  that  has 
continued  until  this  day.  He  was  active  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Alumni  Association  in  1926,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  his  editorship  of  The  Record  served  as 
secretary  of  the  original  Executive  Council  of  the  As- 
sociation.  In    1928   he   was   elected   president  of   the 
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Alumni  Association,  succeeding  its  founder,  Dr. 
Charles  William  Dabney,  in  that  office.  He  guided  the 
organization  until  1932,  and  continued  to  serve  as 
vice  president  for  two  more  years. 

As  an  alumnus,  he  maintained  a  keen  and  lasting 
interest  in  the  local  chapter  of  the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity. 
His  alma  mater  honored  him  with  the  degree  of 
Litterarum  Doctor,  and  he  was  also  made  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  chapters  of  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa,  national  leadership  society,  and  Pi 
Delta  Epsilon,  journalistic  fraternity. 
Every  New  Year's  Eve,  at  the 
stroke  of  midnight,  Mr.  Brock  was 
on  hand  to  ring  the  college  bell. 
These  are  a  few  of  the  things  that 
underline  the  close  connection  be- 
tween the  Senator  and  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Farmville  and  Prince 
Edward  County  will  remember  him 
as  a  civic  leader,  wise  counselor, 
and  friend.  The  State  of  Virginia 
will  be  indebted  to  him  as  a  states- 
man and  leader.  As  a  writer,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  many  articles  for  The 
Record,  he  will  be  remembered  as 
the  author  of  several  books,  includ- 
ing Archibald  Cary  of  Ampthill  and 
Needham  Law  School  in  Cumber- 
laud  County. 

A  garageman  in  Farmville  recalls 
Senator  Brock  as  "one  of  the  best 
friends  I  ever  had".  A  student  of 
the  1920's  recalls  his  gratitude  for  a 
ride  to  Farmville  with  the  hand- 
some middle-aged  man  driving  a 
Buick  roadster.  From  all  sides  the  loving  memories 
come  streaming  in. 

No  better  summary  of  the  life  and  career  of  this 
"Virginia  gentleman"  could  be  written  than  that  by 
his  friend,  J.  Barrye  Wall,  '19,  editor  of  the  Farmville 
Herald: 

"Gentle  of  manner,  courteous  by  nature,  gracious 
by  training,  patient  and  modest,  an  aristocrat  by  birth; 
a  statesman  in  public  trust  and  service;  a  friend,  warm 
and  sincere;  a  legal  counselor,  tried  and  true;  an 
advocate  of  outstanding  ability;  a  civic  leader  of 
executive  acumen;  an  historian  and  author,  editor, 
and  writer;  a  man,  with  quiet  humor  and  quick  wit, 
who  overlooked  the  frailties  of  mankind,  recognizing 
the  good  and  tolerant  of  the  bad;  who  enjoyed  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  all  who  knew  him;  faithful 
to  his  parents  and  family;  willing  to  give  with  no 
thought  of  return;  unselfish  almost  to  a  fault;  that 
was  the  Honorable  Robert  Kincaid  Brock,  who,  to  us, 
personified  the  ideal  Virginia  gentleman.  His  passing 
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leaves  a  void  in  this  community  incapable  of  being 
filled."  l  8

Proposed   Science   Building 

Mr.  Lewis  Chewning,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  called  a  special  meeting  the  first  of  October 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  raising  money  for  the 
new  science  building.  Bagby  Hall  was  built  in  1922 
when  we  had  a  student  body  of  250.  Approximately 
one-third  of  these  students  were  working  towards  a 
B.S.  degree.  In  contrast,  today  we  have  505  students 
and  over  fifty  percent  are  working  towards  B.S.  de- 
grees. We  plan  to  construct  a  science  hall  suitable  for 
accommodating  a  student  body  of  600  students. 

The  proposed  building  with  furnishings  will  cost 
approximately  $850,000.  We  hope  to  have  the  money 
in  hand  by  June  1964  so  construction  can  start. 
$850,000  is  a  lot  of  money  anyway  you  approach  it. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  tried  to  break  it  down  into 
various  designated  groups  so  that  each  would  have 
a  responsibility;  for  example,  each  of  the  trustees  is 


to  raise  on  an  average  $7,200  a  year  for  the  two  years. 
The  foundations,  corporations,  and  friends  of  the 
College  are  to  contribute  $190,000  and  an  anonymous 
individual  has  indicated  he  will  give  $100,000  towards 
the  furnishings  once  the  building  is  assured.  The 
remaining  $200,000  is  to  be  raised  from  our  alumni. 

We  will  not  have  a  special  Capital  Fund  Campaign. 
All  of  our  efforts  will  be  exerted  through  the  Alumni 
Fund.  The  money  received  in  the  '62-'63  year  and  the 
'63-'64  year  will  be  used  towards  the  science  building. 
Pledge  cards  are  being  sent  to  each  alumnus.  Many 
have  been  encouraged  to  give  securities  because  of  the 
tax  saving  to  individuals.  We  hope  that  many  of  the 
alumni  who  have  not  responded  in  recent  years  will 
see  fit  to  throw  their  support  behind  this  very  worth- 
while and  needed  project.  If  we  were  to  average  only 
$100  from  each  of  our  living  alumni  we  would  have 
over  half  the  cost  of  the  building  and  furnishings. 

An  added  feature  of  the  science  building  will  be  a 
plaque  in  the  entrance  way  listing  all  donors  who 
have  given  $100  or  more.  There  will  be  categories  for 
those  who  give  $10,000  and  up;  $5,000;  $3,000;  $1,200; 
$600;  $300;  and  $100.  The  Alumni  Office  will  keep 
you  posted  on  the  progress  that  is  being  made.  We 
have  the  utmost  confidence  that  all  loyal  alumni  will 
want  to  assist  in  this  special  drive  for  the  science 
building.  The  Trustees  are  behind  the  project  100%. 
Let  us  show  them  that  the  alumni  are  also.

When  is  a  College  Successful? 

No  educational  institution  can  lay  claim  to  com- 
plete success  in  achieving  its  aims.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  perfection  in  education,  or  in  the  methods  of 
education.  But  there  must  always  be  a  striving  for 
that  unattainable  goal,  and  a  constant  reexamination 
of  the  measure  of  success. 

Some  colleges  and  universities  obviously  succeed 
better  than  others.  In  the  final  analysis,  however, 
how  is  that  success  measured?  By  the  prominence  of 
a  school's  alumni?  the  number  in  Who's  Who?  the 
number  of  Rhodes  Scholars,  Woodrow  Wilson  fel- 
lows, National  Science  Foundation  scholarship  win- 
ners? the  number  and  luxury  of  the  buildings?  the 
size  of  the  football  plant?  bowl  games  participated  in? 

All  of  these  criteria  involve  the  more  or  less  tangi- 
ble, that  which  can  be  counted  or  organized  into 
statistical  tables. 

But  we  would  suggest  here  that  there  is  another 
criterion  which  cannot  be  factually  or  arithmetically 
analyzed,  and  that  is  the  influence  a  college  has  had 
on  its  students,  realized  by  them  only  after  grad- 
uation, perhaps.  If  there  has  been  a  widening  of 
horizons,  a  realization  of  potentialities,  a  stimulation 
of  intellect  or  worthwhile  achievement,  then  that 
college  in  that  particular  case  has  been  successful. 

These  thoughts  have  been  suggested  by  a  letter 
recently  received  at  the  Record  office  from  a  Hamp- 
den-Sydney graduate  of  the  class  of  1959.  It  is  better 
than  any  editorial  that  we  could  write  on  the  subject, 
and  is  here  presented  in  lull,  except  for  a  short  intro- 
ductory paragraph. 
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"I  am  prompted  to  write  out  of  gratitude;  out  of 
an  admiration  and  fondness  that  has  grown  into  a 
genuine  love  for  Hampden-Sydney.  In  the  brief  years 
that  have  passed  since  I  was  a  part  of  the  campus,  I 
have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  fact  that  this 
college  is  unique.  Defining  and  articulating  what  sets 
Hampden-Sydney  apart  is  difficult,  and  I  cannot  do 
it  in  a  neat  little  paragraph.  But  the  fact  of  my 
experience,  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  reflection  of  that 
indefinable  quality,  can  speak  for  itself. 

"Much  has  been  said  to  the  credit  of  Hampden- 
Sydney:  that  it  is  small  and  intimate,  that  it  is 
church  related,  that  it  is  academically  excellent,  that 
it  is  well  located,  that  it  has  an  honorable  tradition.  I 
concur.  But  to  me  it  was  something  else — something 
that  I  have  experienced  neither  before  nor  after  my 
four  years  at  Hampden-Sydney.  For  want  of  a  better 
term  I  shall  call  it  freedom  of  expression.  I  was  not 
only  given  the  right  to  express  myself,  to  be  myself, 
to  experiment  radically  if  necessary;  but  I  was  also 
encouraged  to  do  so  by  the  faculty  and  administration. 
That  is  like  opening  a  cage  and  letting  a  bird  fly. 
I  did  not  soar  like  an  eagle.  I  haven't  the  wings  for 
that,  but  at  least  I  was  given  a  chance  to  find  out  that 
fact  for  myself.  I  am  not  here  speaking  of  the  creative 
outlets  that  a  student  finds  in  extracurricular  activities 
(although  these  should  not  be  underestimated).  I  am 
referring  to  my  academic  work.  Papers.  Tests.  Exami- 
nations. There  was  no  staid  form,  no  manual  of 
standard  practice.  Even  on  the  sacred  ground  of 
answers  to  all-important  questions  I  was  given  free 
reign.  That  meant  more  to  me  than  the  faculty  will 
ever  know,  and  I  am  certain  that  it  was  at  college  that 
I  became  a  person,  an  entity.  I  left  no  mark  on 
Hampden-Sydney,  but  Hampden-Sydney  left  its  mark 
on  me. 

"For  this,  I  thank  you." 


Check   List   for   College   Students 

Why  do  young  people  come  to  college? 

If  asked,  they  advance  many  reasons,  some  true, 
some  not. 

James  K.  Feibleman,  chairman  of  the  department 
of  philosophy  at  Tulane  University,  from  his  long 
observation  of  college  students,  has  analyzed  their 
motives  in  the  October  20,  1962,  issue  of  Saturday 
Revieiv.  Sometimes  it  is  one,  sometimes  it  is  a  combi- 
nation of  the  eight  reasons  he  lists  that  brings  an 
individual  to  the  school  of  his  choice. 

For  the  use  of  college  students,  prospective  students, 
their  parents,  and  old  grads,  we  present  here  in  check 
list  form  a  condensed  version  of  this  section  of  Pro- 
fessor Feibleman's  article,  which  was  entitled  "What 
Happens  in  College". 

Students  come  to  college 

□  Because  it  is  the  thing  to  do;  "because  it  is  assumed 
that  they  will  come,  because  almost  everyone  they 
know  does.  ...  If  the  gang  does,  so  do  you." 

□  "To  make  good  contacts.  .  .  .  Good  contacts  mean 
contacts   with    those   higher   in    the   social   scale." 


□  Out  of  sheer  laziness.  Since  the  parents  will  sup- 
port the  child  financially  until  he  finishes  college, 
he  takes  advantage  of  a  good  thing.  This  type 
comes  to  college  "with  the  very  simple  intent  of 
avoiding  work  just  a  little  longer." 

□  To  bide  their  time  until  they  can  make  a  decision 
about  the  choice  of  a  profession.  "They  do  not 
know  what  their  equipment  is,  what  they  are  best 
suited  for,  or  what  sort  of  work  will  be  the  most 
congenial."  College  is  a  good  place  for  such.  "The 
decision  concerning  a  career  can  often  best  be 
hastened  by  easy  and  quick  familiarity  with  a  few 
aspects  of  several  [branches  of  knowledge]." 

□  To  escape  or  at  least  postpone  military  service. 

□  To  learn  to  make  a  living.  "A  Bachelor  of  Arts 
or  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  is  today  the 
equivalent  of  a  high  school  diploma  fifty  years 
ago.  .  .  .  Young  people  realize  that  the  chance  of 
making  money,  or  of  making  more  money,  lies 
through  a  formal  education." 

□  To  have  fun.  Many  colleges  "resemble  country 
clubs  a  great  deal  more  than  they  do  centers  of 
higher  learning.  .  .  .  Even  in  the  best  of  schools  .  .  . 
one  of  the  courtesies  extended  by  the  older  stu- 
dents to  the  new  is  the  precise  listing  of  every 
easy  course  in  the  curriculum.  *\  Here  is  an  op- 
portunity to  extend  the  protected  world  of  child- 
hood a  bit  longer.  Many  students  seem  to  attend 
college  only  for  the  extracurricular  activities,  in- 
cluding those  which  are  approved  officially,  such 
as  athletics  and  the  supervised  social  diversions 
of  the  fraternities  and  sororities,  as  well  as  those 
which  are  not  approved:  drinking,  gambling,  and 
a  general  sowing  of  wild  oats  at  the  risk  of  life 
and  limb." 

]  "To  obtain  an  education.  There  are  students  who 
actually  come  because  they  want  to  learn,  because 
they  are  curious  about  many  things.  These  are  the 
students  who  will  tell  you:  'There  are  thousands 
of  books  I  want  to  read.'  They  are  aware  of  their 
own  lack  of  information  and  they  want  to  do 
something  about  it.  Often  these  are  the  brighter 
students — but  this  is  not  necessarily  so." 


In   Memoriam:    Memorial   Hall 

Almost  six  years  ago,  on  a  chilly  March  night, 
Memorial  Hall,  better  known  as  Mcllwaine  Hall, 
went  down  in  flames.  Virtually  unused  for  some  years 
and  in  considerable  dilapidation,  its  passing  was 
wept  by  few.  To  some  it  had  at  least  a  sentimental 
value.  Since  1891  generations  of  Hampden-Sydney 
students  had  attended  classes  and  chapel  there  until 
a  few  years  before  its  demise.  Such  teachers  as  Blair, 
Brock,  Mcllwaine,  Denny,  Bagby,  Whiting,  Watkins, 
McWhorter,  Thornton,  Sydnor,  Massey,  and  Winston 
had  done  their  great  work  in  its  classrooms.  The 
Union  and  Philanthropic  Literary  Societies  had  main- 
tained  handsome   meeting   halls   on    the   third   floor. 
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The  tangible  remains  of  these  great  memories  were 
wiped  out  in  one  black  night. 

The  defenders  of  Mcllwaine  Hall  on  aesthetic 
grounds  were  even  fewer.  It  was  claimed  that  this 
building  of  handsome  ruggedness  was  a  monstrosity, 
out  of  harmony  with  everything  else  on  the  campus. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  Mcllwaine  both 
outlived  the  glory  of  its  heyday  and  did  not  live  long 
enough.  At  the  time  of  its  erection  during  the 
Romanesque  revival  sparked  by  H.  H.  Richardson, 
it  was  acclaimed  as  an  unusually  handsome  building. 
While  part  of  its  later  disrepute  was  due  to  its  dis- 
repair, it  is  undeniable  that  tastes  do  change,  and 
that  tastes  changed.  But  tastes  are  fickle,  and  often 
revert  to  their  original  gustatory  status. 

So  it  might  have  been  with  Mcllwaine.  There  are 
numerous  bits  of  evidence  that  respect  for  the  later 
nineteenth  century  architecture  is  returning.  Rich- 
mond's Gothic  City  Hall,  always  impressive  and  ap- 
pealing to  this  observer,  has  come  in  for  much  of  the 
same  unthinking  abuse  as  Mcllwaine.  Now  the  tide 
has  turned  and  ardent  defenders  have  sprung  up, 
even  among  eminent  architects. 

Recently  a  Richmond  newspaper  has  come  to  the 
defense  of  some  of  that  city's  Victorian  buildings. 
The  editor  of  the  Neivs  Leader  in  his  November  3 
edition  wrote: 

"While  we  hastily  restore  the  last  handful  of  ex- 
amples of  Greek  Revival,  down  comes  the  Victorian 
that  followed  it.  Only  a  handful  of  discerning  critics 
have  spoken  up  for  City  Hall  on  aesthetic  instead  of 
sentimental  merits.  North  of  Broad,  downtown,  a 
whole  solidly  built  section  of  nineteenth-century 
houses  is  slated  for  the  bulldozer  in  the  city's  plans. 

'And  now  even  the  brownstone  houses  are  dis- 
appearing at  an  alarming  rate.  At  Franklin  and 
Second,  the  turn-of-the-century  masonry,  iron-work, 
and  stained  glass  of  three  old  brownstones  are  com- 
ing down  for  the  city's  proposed  parking  structure. 
Nearly  everybody  today  says  these  brownstones  are 
just  plain  ugly;  but  when  they  were  built  they 
reflected  the  advanced  thinking  of  the  art  nouveau 
school  of  flowing  curves  and  rich  color.  Down  the 
street  several  blocks,  one  or  two  brownstone  owners 
have  recognized  the  out-of-fashion  beauty  of  their 
odd  old  houses,  and  have  subtly  brought  them  up  to 
date." 

So  the  cycle  slowly  shifts:  that  which  was  up  be- 
comes down  and  the  down  up.  If  Mcllwaine,  which 
was  closely  akin  to  those  Victorian  brownstones,  were 
still  standing,  it  is  quite  conceivable  that  it  would 
again  find  itself  in  vogue. 

Meanwhile,  let  that  subterranean  society  whose  cry 
is  "Mcllwaine  shall  rise  again!"  maintain  its  morale, 
though  its  members  be  few.  Another  day  is  dawning. 


The  Poem  on  the   Cover

Physics  at  Hampden-Sydney 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles  that  will 
appear  in  The  Record.  We  have  asked  various  de- 
partments to  report  briefly  on  what  they  are  doing 
and  how  it  varies  from  year  to  year.  We  hope  these 
articles  will  be  of  interest  and  also  helpful  to  those 
whose  sons  are  attending  Hampden-Sydney.  The  first 
article  is  by  Dr.  W.  Thomas  joyner,  B.S.,  Hampden- 
Sydney  1951;  M.A.  Duke  University  1952;  Ph.D.  Duke 
University,  1955;  Associate  Professor  of  Physics. 

We  welcome  this  opportunity  to  report  on  current 
developments  in  the  Physics  Department,  and  hope 
that  it  will  be  of  some  value  to  those  who  have  not 
been  back  to  the  campus  recently.  The  fall  semester 
finds  Physics  with  the  largest  enrollment  ever;  so 
large,  in  fact,  that  we  were  forced  to  add  an  extra 
section  and  a  fifth  (Friday)  laboratory.  This  has 
resulted  in  increased  crowding  in  the  first  floor  of 
Bagby  Science  Hall,  so  that  we  were  unable  to  install 
the  new  Radioisotope  Laboratory  on  the  first  floor. 
Fortunately,  during  the  past  summer  the  college  in- 
stalled a  burner  in  the  furnace  which  operates  on 
oil,  and  the  former  coal  bin  has  become  available; 
this  space  is  now  being  converted  into  a  temporary 
Radioisotope  Laboratory.  This  just  about  fills  Bagby 
completely,  unless  we  take  out   the  furnace  itself! 

We  have  been  able  to  make  ends  meet  so  far  as 
faculty  loads  are  concerned  by  the  timely  arrival  of 
Dr.  T.  T.  Mayo,  B.S.,  V.M.I.,  1954;  Ph.D.,  University 
of  Virginia  1960.  Dr.  Mayo  is  taking  particular  interest 
in  expanding  and  improving  our  collection  of  dem- 
onstration equipment.  With  his  capable  support,  and 
the  half-time  assistance  of  Mr.  Calvin  Bass  of  Rice, 
the  department  is  able  to  maintain  the  usual  course 
offerings. 

This  year  finds  us  in  the  unaccustomed  position  of 
expending  various  sums  of  money  which  are,  by  the 
standard  of  our  annual  departmental  budget,  rather 
large.  An  anonymous  friend  of  the  College  contributed 
a  sum  last  year  for  the  purchase  of  library  materials 
by  the  department  which  will  enable  us  to  bring  our 
library  collection  up  to  date  in  the  basic  materials, 
although  we  still  lack  breadth  of  coverage,  particularly 
in  the  newer  fields  such  as  solid  state  physics  and 
nuclear  physics.  A  grant  of  $5000.00  from  General 
Electric  is  being  used  to  add  additional  equipment  in 
the  Atomic  Physics  Laboratory,  and  to  expand  our 
demonstration  apparatus.  Finally,  funds  obtained  by 
the  department  from  the  United  States  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  are  being  used  to  obtain  the  equipment 
needed  for  the  Radioisotope  Laboratory  mentioned 
above. 

The  department  is  also  engaged  in  preliminary 
planning  for  the  physics  section  of  the  new  science 
building.  While  the  architects  will  rightly  bear  the 
major  responsibility  for  the  building,  we  are  respon- 
sible for  the  special  services  and  spaces  which  Physics 
will  require.  While  working,  teaching,  or  visiting,  one 
or  another  of  the  present  members  of  the  department 
has  been  in  most  of  the  academic  physics  departments 
on  the  East  coast,  most  of  the  National  Laboratories, 


and  many  of  the  smaller  colleges  in  the  West  such  as 
Pomona  and  Claremont.  It  is  our  hope  that  this 
experience  will  help  us  obtain  a  new  building  which 
will  be,  as  our  curriculum  now  is,  a  model  to  others. 

Partly  as  a  result  of  the  increased  enrollment  at  the 
College  and  partly  as  a  result  of  the  national  trend 
toward  increased  percentage  enrollments  in  the 
sciences,  we  have,  for  the  first  time,  a  surplus  of 
qualified  laboratory  assistants.  This  has  been  a  great 
benefit  in  allowing  the  faculty  to  carry  on  the  tasks 
mentioned  above.  It  goes  without  saying  that  our 
laboratory  assistants  are  truly  assistants;  that  is,  the 
responsibility  for  every  laboratory  is  carried  by  a 
faculty  member  with  the  assistant  playing  a  minor 
role.  This  is  to  be  contrasted  with  many  large  uni- 
versities, where  the  faculty  has  only  limited  contact 
with  the  laboratories.  In  many  cases,  even  the  lecture 
sections  are  taught  by  non-faculty  personnel. 

A  glance  at  the  catalog  will  show  that  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  courses  offered  in  physics  has  changed 
slightly,  but  even  more  important,  the  mathematical 
level  of  our  students  enables  us  to  go  considerably 
further  in  theoretical  physics  now  than  even  three 
years  ago.  Due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  our 
entering  freshmen  have  had  trigonometry,  the  tradi- 
tional freshmen  course  in  algebra  and  trigonometry 
is  being  jumped  by  essentially  all  candidates  for  the 
B.S.  degree.  Since  freshmen  enter  directly  into  the 
analytics  and  calculus  course,  the  physics  courses  can 
be  upgraded  accordingly,  particularly  at  the  junior 
and  senior  levels.  This  will  enable  us  to  narrow  the 
widely  publicized  "gap"  between  the  small  liberal 
arts  colleges  and  the  graduate  schools.  In  schools 
which  are  strictly  oriented  toward  technology,  the 
undergraduate  naturally  obtains  a  year  or  so  of 
specialized  graduate  level  course  work.  It  is  perfectly 
clear  that  this  is  done  at  the  expense  of  the  humanities 
and  social  sciences.  We  are  very  much  aware  of  this 
particular  problem,  and,  thanks  to  the  rising  mathe- 
matical sophistication  of  our  students,  feel  that  it  can 
be  overcome  successfully  without  unbalancing  our 
traditional  curriculum. 

On  the  research  side,  our  Atomic  Energy  Commis- 
sion development  contract  has  been  extended  for 
another  year.  This  contract  brings  a  considerable 
amount  of  equipment  to  the  campus,  which  is  also 
used  to  good  advantage  in  our  advanced  laboratories. 
Also,  we  have  recently  completed  the  analysis  of  an 
experiment  on  inelastic  proton  scattering  carried  out 
four  years  ago  on  the  Duke  4  Mev  Van  de  Graaff 
accelerator.  This  work  will  appear  in  The  Physical 
Review  in  the  near  future.  Our  current  research 
interests  are  nanosecondtiming  for  neutron  spec- 
troscopy and  fission  fragment  studies,  and  positron 
annihilation  in  solids  and  liquids.  Several  students 
are  undertaking  projects  connected  with  this  research 
leading  to  increased  laboratory  and  library  skills  and 
eventually,  we  hope,  to  some  real  independent  work 
during  their  senior  year. 

The  coming  summer  will  see  us  enter  the  fourth 
year  of  undergraduate  research  participation  spon- 
sored   by    the    National    Science    Foundation.    Since 
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physics  majors  are  also  of  necessity  math  majors, 
tlie\  usually  find  it  necessary  to  carry  17  to  20  hours 
each  semester.  As  a  result,  they  cannot  undertake 
appreciable  extra-curricular  activity  during  the  aca- 
demic year.  This  summer  program  offers  a  good  op- 
portunity for  research  participation  by  the  students, 
with  no  interference  to  their  usual  academic  progress. 
We  hope  to  have  one  faculty  member  working  on 
campus  during  the  summer  from  now  on,  so  that  all 
interested  students  will  have  this  opportunity  for 
research  experience. 

To  those  who  have  not  been  back  to  the  campus  for 
some  time,  we  extend  an  invitation  to  visit  the 
department  when  you  are  next  on  the  Hill.  You  may 
not  recognize  the  laboratory  equipment  or  the  texts, 
but  we  hope  that  the  spirit  and  temper  of  the  depart- 
ment will  be  just  what  it  was  when  you  went  through 
"Physics  at  Hampden-Sydney." 


Winston  Hall  Dedicated 
At  Homecoming 

A  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  dedica- 
tion of  Winston  Hall,  an  outdoor  luncheon  in  beauti- 
ful weather,  and  a  football  game  with  Emory  and 
Henry  College  featured  the  annual  Homecoming  on 
last  October  20.  About  6000  alumni,  friends,  and 
football  fans  were  on  hand  during  the  day. 

Highlight  of  the  morning  was  the  dedication  of 
the  new  student  activities  building,  named  for  the 
late  Dr.  James  Henry  Curry  Winston,  who  served  as 
professor  of  chemistry  and  geology  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  from  1899  until  1949.  The  speaker  for  the 
occasion  was  Dr.  Woodrow  Wilson  Wilkerson,  '31, 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Prior  to  the  dedication  a  brief  alumni  meeting  was 
held  in  Johns  Auditorium.  Of  special  interest  was  the 
discussion  of  plans  for  a  new  science  building.  The 
Alumni  Association  agreed  wholeheartedly  to  sup- 
port the  $850,000  project,  and  to  raise  §200,000 
toward  the  building. 

C.  Randolph  Hudgins,  '46,  of  Norfolk  was  elected 
president  of  the  Association.  Other  officers  named 
were  Dr.  Gilman  Simms,  '30,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va., 
vice  president;  and  Hobson  Goddin,  '45,  of  Rich- 
mond, secretary.  Fred  Beck  of  Petersburg,  Dr.  Thomas 
Joyner  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Thomas  L.  Toone  of 
New  York  City,  and  Dr.  J.  R.  Saunders  of  Lynchburg 
were  named  to  the  executive  board. 

Silver  cups  were  presented  to  the  class  of  1936  and 
to  the  Bluefield  alumni  chapter  for  the  best  records 
in  the  1961-62  alumni  fund  drive.  O.  B.  Watson,  '36, 
of  Bedford,  Virginia,  accepted  the  class  cup,  and 
Ryland  R.  Weisiger,  '37.  of  Bluefield  received  the 
cup  for  his  chapter. 

In  his  remarks  at  the  dedication  of  Winston  Hall, 
Dr.  Wilkerson  said  that  no  better  monument  could 
be  named  for  Dr.  Winston  than  a  student  activities 
building,  since  he  believed  in  students'  taking  part 
in  all  college  activities,  as  he  himself  had.  "He  rec- 
ognized the  value  of  extracurricular  activities,  bul 
knew  that  they  were  secondary  to  studies." 

Dr.  Wilkerson  told  of  Dr.  Winston's  profound  love 
for  teaching.  "His  total  personality  entered  his  teach- 


ing. He  loved  to  teach  and  was  never  more  at  home 
than  in  his  classroom  with  his  students.  He  main- 
tained high  standards  in  his  classroom  and  would 
not  stand  for  mediocrity.  He  expressed  in  simple 
language  the  advanced  ideas  and  theories  of  his  sub- 
ject. He  had  a  way  of  capturing  and  holding  attention, 
and  a  very  keen  sense  of  humor." 

Dr.  Wilkerson  said  that  it  was  service  such  as  Dr. 
Winston's  fifty  years  that  made  a  college  a  real  suc- 
cess. Dr.  Winston's  life  was  the  very  ideal  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  gentleman  and  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  tradition.  He  closed  b\  saving  that  the  real 
monuments  to  a  man  are  in  the  hearts  and  hands  of 
the  people  he  taught  and  the  people  he  knew.

PARENTS  AND  FRIENDS  LOUNGE  IN  VENABLE  HALL 

The  dedication  of  the  Parents  and  Friends  Lounge 
in  Venable  Hall  was  the  highlight  of  the  annual  fall 
meeting  of  the  Parents  and  Friends  Association  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  on  Saturday,  November  17, 
1962.  Dr.  J.  Asa  Shield,  president  of  the  group,  pre- 
sided at  the  morning  business  session  which  was  held 
prior  to  the  dedication. 

Dr.  Edward  H.  Jones,  moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States, 
was  the  featured  speaker  of  the  day.  In  ceremonies 
held  at  the  entrance  to  the  lounge  area,  President 
Thomas  E.  Gilmer  and  Lewis  G.  Chewning,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  accepted  the  gift  of  the 
lounge  furnishings  from  Dr.  Shield. 

The  lounge  was  furnished  by  the  Parents  and 
Friends  at  a  cost  of  $10,063,  representing  310  gifts. 
The  College,  at  approximately  the  same  cost,  reno- 
vated the  room  and  converted  the  area  for  use  as  a 
lounge.  The  association  adopted  this  project  at  the 
time  when  Arthur  W.  Harrison  was  president  of  the 
group,  and  it  was  carried  through  during  Dr.  Shield's 
administration.  R.  Garnett  Hall  served  as  chairman 
of  the  project,  and  area  representatives  assisted  in 
raising  the  funds  for  the  furnishings. 

The  organization  chose  this  particular  area  because 
of  its  inherent  beauty  as  well  as  its  historic  significance. 
This   room,   dating  from   about    1826,   served   as    the 
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chapel  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  which  was 
established  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1812  and  con- 
tinued here  until  its  removal  to  Richmond  in  1898. 
It  was  thought  fitting  that  this  tangible  evidence  of  the 
Seminary  be  preserved  in  the  light  of  the  profound 
influence  it  exerted  over  the  Presbyterian  Church 
throughout  the  nineteenth  century. 

The  Parents  and  Friends  chose  as  their  objective 
for  next  year  the  establishment  of  a  fund  which  would 
provide  educational  fellowships  for  members  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  faculty  who  would  need  financial 
assistance  in  their  program  of  advanced  study.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  funds  will  be  available  for  use  by  the 
faculty  starting  with  the  summer  of  1963. 

The  Parents  and  Friends  Association  was  organized 
in  1952  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Robert  Bluford, 
'45,  then  pastor  of  the  Western  Boulevard  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  He  is  now  Di- 
rector of  Campus  Christian  Life  for  the  Board  of 
Education,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  The  Alumni 
Record,  January,  1953,  carried  a  letter  from  Dr. 
Bluford  outlining  the  plans  and  purposes  of  the  new 
organization:  namely,  to  set  up  an  organization  which 
would  serve  as  a  channel  through  which  parents  and 
friends  might  give  encouragement  and  support  to  the 
continuing  program  of  the  College.  This  objective  has 
been  maintained  through  the  years. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  campus  in  May, 
1953,  with  only  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  attendance.  The  lounge  is  the  latest  in  a  series 
of  projects  sponsored  by  the  group.  These  include 
substantial  contributions  to  scholarship  aid,  campus 
plantings,  furnishing  the  lounge  in  Gammon  Gym- 
nasium, and  the  latest  gift,  which  is  the  largest  in 
terms  of  contributions. 

The  organization  functioned  independently  of  the 
College  in  its  early  years.  More  recently  a  closer  re- 
lationship was  established  and  a  definite  program  of 
activities  and  mailing  schedules  were  inaugurated. 
Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were 
encouraged  and  the  organization  was  greatly  strength- 
ened. The  leadership  of  the  elected  officers  and  the 
wholehearted  support  of  the  individual  members  have 
assured  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 


The  study  will  consist  of  nine  major  divisions: 
(1)  the  purpose  of  the  institution,  (2)  the  financial 
resources,  (3)  organization,  (4)  educational  program, 
(5)  library,  (6)  faculty,  (7)  student  personnel  services, 
(8)  physical  plant,  and  (9)  the  research  program  con- 
ducted under  the  supervision  of  the  College.  Special 
services  such  as  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center 
may  necessitate  a  tenth  division. 

Information  obtained  through  this  study  will  be 
useful  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  planning  future  courses 
of  action  to  be  followed  in  establishing  its  educational 
policies  as  well  as  in  correcting  any  conditions  of 
weakness  which  might  be  revealed. 

The  Board,  in  its  final  resolution  concerning  this 
study,  expressed  a  desire  that  ".  .  .  the  study  be  con- 
ducted in  an  objective  manner,  that  it  be  as  thorough 
as  human  minds  and  hearts  can  make  it,  that  our 
areas  of  strength  be  outlined  and  any  areas  of  weak- 
ness be  just  as  clearly  defined,  so  that  we  might 
achieve  a  blend  of  the  best  that  is  in  the  old  with  all 
that  is  worthwhile  in  the  new." 


Dr.   Gilmer   Honored   by   the 
Medical   College   of   Virginia 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  president  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  was  honored  by  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  on  December  3  when  that  institution 
conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  doctor  of  science. 

Dr.  Gilmer  was  cited  at  the  convocation  exercises 
held  in  observance  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  Since 
the  institution  was  created  by  action  of  the  Board 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  the  Board  of  Visitors 
acknowledged  this  relationship  by  presenting  to 
Dr.  Gilmer  a  suitable  plaque  commemorating  this 
heritage. 

The  speaker  for  this  occasion  was  the  Honorable 
Albertis  S.  Harrison,  Governor  of  Virginia. 


New  Marker  for   "Birthplace" 


"Self-Study"   to  be   Undertaken 
By   College 

In  the  fall  of  1963  Hampden-Sydney  College  will 
inaugurate  a  "self-study"  which  will  require  about 
eighteen  months.  Such  a  study  is  required  for  con- 
tinued membership  in  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools,  and  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  study,  the  Southern  As- 
sociation will  send  to  the  campus  a  visiting  committee 
composed  of  personnel  from  other  colleges  of  the 
association.  The  committee  will  have  the  duty  of 
validating  the  central  report  of  the  self-study  and 
will  try  to  be  helpful  to  the  College  as  it  seeks  to 
profit  from  its  findings.  Dean  Charles  B.  Vail  has 
already  served  on  several  such  visiting  committees  at 
other  institutions.

Reed   Stamp   Collection 
Given   to   College 

Macon  Reed,  professor  emeritus  of  mathematics  at 
Hampden-Sydney  and  former  dean  of  the  College,  has 
presented  his  valuable  stamp  collection  to  Hampden- 
Sydney.  It  is  housed  in  the  Rare  Book  Room  of  the 
Library. 

Dean  Reed,  at  the  request  of  the  editors,  lias  pre- 
pared the  following  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of 
the  collection. 

My  son  Frederick  and  I  started  the  collection  in 
1924  and  worked  at  it  together  until  postgraduate 
work  and  teaching  took  him  away  from  home.  One 
of  our  objectives  was  a  representation  of  every  country 
that  had  issued  or  was  issuing  stamps.  This  had  been 
accomplished  by  the  end  of  World  War  II,  although 
in  some  cases,  such  as  an  old  German  state  or  a  remote 
French  colony,  the  representation  consisted  of  a  single 
stamp. 

Meeting  the  above  objective  did  not  end  the  col- 
lecting, which  has  continued  to  date.  The  result  has 
been  a  set  of  46  albums  containing  about  27,000 
foreign  places  and  5,200  United  States  pieces,  a  piece 
being  anything  from  a  single  stamp  to  a  whole  sheet. 

Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  entered  the  picture  while  in 
Europe  as  a  private  in  World  War  II  and  has  been  the 
leading  contributor  ever  since.  His  contacts  with  the 
White  House  and  the  Senate  gave  him  many  interest- 
ing items.  As  an  editor  of  the  Army  Times  he  gets  mail 
from  all  over  the  world  and  is  a  source  of  the  endless 
new  issues. 

One  of  the  pleasures  of  a  collection  is  the  interest 
shown  by  friends  in  contributing  to  it.  I  should  like 
to  mention  all  of  them  at  Hampden-Sydney,  but  that 
would  add  too  much  to  this  sketch.  I  will  mention 
only  a  few.  Some  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable 
items  are  Confederate  stamps  from  the  correspondence 
of  Professor  H.  C.  Brock,  given  by  Mrs.  Maia  Brock 
Thornton.  Dr.  Emmett  Elliott  gave  the  whole  set  of 
the  Queen  Elizabeth  series  issued  for  the  crown 
colonies  at  the  time  of  her  coronation.  From  Mrs.  Ray 
Moore  came  a  beautiful  collection  of  covers  from 
Austria.  Miss  Anna  Dickhoff  has  been  a  constant 
contributor.  In  Farmville  Dr.  J,  H.  Cocks,  Barrye 
Wall,  Tony  DeMuth,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Cleghorn,  Major 
D.  W.  Paulette  have  been  most  helpful.  The  Major 
gave  me  dozens  of  sheets  of  stamps  taken  from  the 
post  office  at  Brelon.  Col.  Ben  Venable  of  Charleston, 


W.  Va.,  sent  me  a  lot  taken  from  the  post  office  at 
Saipan.  My  brother  Dick  sent  me  stamps  enough  to 
fill  three  volumes  as  he  traveled  around   the  world. 

The  most  interesting  lot  in  my  whole  experience 
was  one  of  several  thousand  in  the  attic  of  the  Dupuy 
house  at  Worsham.  These  belonged  almost  entirely 
to  the  period  between  1870  and  1890  and  represented 
the  emissions  of  the  three  companies  that  made  our 
stamps  before  the  advent  of  the  Bureau  of  Printing 
and  Engraving.  These  were  given  to  me  by  Miss  Mary 
Dupuy.  Several  hundred  items  from  this  lot  occupy  a 
whole  volume  in  the  collection.  The  presence  of  these 
stamps  in  the  attic  is  a  story  in  itself. 

As  to  the  contents  of  the  collection,  it  is  hopeless  to 
try  to  describe  the  foreign  part.  The  regular  issues  of 
the  United  States  are  well  represented  from  the  first 
to  the  last.  All  of  the  commemoratives  are  present 
except  six;  all  of  the  air  mails;  all  of  the  parcel  post; 
all  of  the  post  cards;  all  of  the  postage  dues;  all  of 
the  special  deliveries.  Four  Departments  (Army,  Post 
Office,  Treasury,  Interior)  are  complete. 

I  wish  to  thank  our  Hampden-Sydney  postmaster, 
Robert  Rodgers,  for  the  interest  he  has  taken  in  seeing 
that  I  did  not  miss  any  of  the  multitudinous  com- 
memoratives. 


Walter  Penn,   III,   Parachutist 

One  of  the  unusual  features  of  the  Homecoming 
Day  activities  was  the  parachute  jump  by  Walter  Lee 
Penn,  III,  a  member  of  the  student  body.  Just  as  the 
football  game  with  Emory  and  Henry  ended,  a  little 
speck  in  the  sky  dropped  out  of  an  airplane  and  fell 
for  20  seconds.  Then  the  parachute  finally  opened  and 
Penn  drifted  down  easily  upon  the  baseball  field,  right 
on  target.  Streaming  behind  him  was  lots  of  red  smoke 
from  a  grenade  in  his  boot  and  a  banner  saying 
"Welcome,  Old  Grads"  and  "Hampden-Sydney 
College." 

Mr.  Penn  is  a  professional  parachutist  and  has 
jumped  approximately  235  times.  He  barnstorms 
across  Virginia  on  week  ends,  jumping  for  Frank 
Sadler's  Dixie  Air  Show. 


Item   From   Georgia   Arrives 
Via   Japan 

A  straight  line  may  be  the  shortest  distance  between 
two  points,  but  at  times  we  go  around  "Robin  Hood's 
Barn."  At  least,  that  is  the  history  of  the  item  clipped 
from  the  bulletin  of  the  Decatur  (Ga.)  Presbyterian 
Church  which  is  printed  below. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  J.  Mcllwaine  ('14)  of  Farmville 
spent  the  summer  of  1962  in  Japan  visiting  his  two 
missionary  brothers.  The  daughter  of  one  brother, 
Rev.  W.  A.  Mcllwaine,  is  an  absentee  member  of  the 
Decatur  church  and  receives  its  bulletin.  Mrs.  T.  J. 
Mcllwaine  saw  the  notice  about  Hampden-Sydney 
in  the  bulletin,  cut  it  out,  and  brought  it  back  to  this 
country.  So  it  reaches  Hampden-Sydney,  and  is  printed 
herewith: 
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"The  oldest  of  our  Presbyterian  colleges  is  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College  in  Virginia,  which  was  established 
in  1776.  Dr.  Frank  H.  Gaines,  a  Hampden-Sydney 
graduate,  came  to  this  Church  as  its  pastor  in  1889. 
In  1892  Dr.  Gaines  brought  two  young  graduates  from 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  Holman  Gardner  and 
Charles  D.  McKinney,  to  start  a  school  for  boys.  Thus 
this  great  college  has  had  a  great  influence  in  the  life 
of  this  Church. 

"This  same  college  has  now  sent  us  our  gifted  and 
distinguished  pastor,  Dr.  J.  Davison  Phillips. 

"Today  we  have  with  us  a  fifth  son  of  this  college, 
a  great  Christian  Statesman.  Dr.  James  A.  Millard, 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.  S." 


Washington   Paper   Comments 
On  H-S   Organization 

A  group  of  Hampden-Sydney  students,  under  the 
leadership  of  Weldon  Tuck,  '64,  banded  together 
this  fall  to  form  a  Young  Republican  Club.  They 
participated  actively  in  the  November  congressional 
campaign  in  Richmond. 

The  Washington  (D.C.)  Slav  in  its  October  15 
issue  offered  the  following  editorial  comment  in  an 
article  headed  "Straw  in  Wind?": 

"Hampden-Sydney  College  is  located  deep  in  South- 
side  Virginia.  It  is  a  college  for  boys,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  about  500,  and  the  great  bulk  of  its  student 
body  is  drawn  from  Virginia. 

"In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  of  some  interest  to  note 
that  the  first  political  organization  in  the  long  history 
of  the  college  has  just  been  set  up,  and  that,  of  all 
things,  it  is  a  Republican  political  club. 

"This  may  or  may  not  be  a  significant  straw  in  the 
political  wind.  It  is  worth  noting,  however,  that  some 
65  boys  turned  out  in  a  'pouring  rain*  for  the  organi- 
zation meeting — a  fact  which  the  college  newspaper, 
The  Tiger,  thinks  may  foreshadow  'a  new  political 
trend  among  the  young  potential  voters.'  We  are  also 
indebted  to  The  Tiger  for  the  following  editorial 
comment:  'The  conservatives  have  banded  after  an 
organizational  meeting.  Now  the  question  is:  "Where 
are  the  liberals?"  It  seems  that  we  have  none,  except 
perhaps  in  the  faculty  ranks.'  "

H-S   Fire   Department  Saves 
Mercy  Seat  Church 

Quick  action  by  the  Hampden-Sydney  Fire  Depart- 
ment, led  by  Chief  Jim  Henderson,  '63,  saved  the 
Mercy  Seat  Baptist  Church  from  destruction  around 
noon  on  December  7.  A  high  wind  was  blowing  at  the 
time,  and  a  five-minute  delay  would  have  meant  the 
end  of  the  wooden  structure. 

Water  in  the  Hampden-Sydney  truck  eventually 
gave  out,  but  the  fire  had  been  stemmed  and  the 
arrival  of  apparatus  from  Farmville  about  fifteen 
minutes  later  completed  the  flames'  extinction. 

This  is  the  most  serious  conflagration  that  the 
Hampden-Sydney  group  has  engaged  in  as  first  on  the 
scene.  It  confirms  the  wisdom  of  administration  of- 
ficials in  providing  the  equipment  and  proves  the 
value  of  the  weekly  fire  drills  held  about  the  campus. 

The  church  is  familiar  to  all  Hampden-Sydney 
men.  It  is  located  at  the  road  junction  about  half  a 
mile  south  of  the  College,  and  serves  a  colored  con- 
gregation.

Dr.  McAllister  was  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
from  1905  to  1908,  following  a  1903-1904  pastorate 
at  the  Farmville  Presbyterian  Church.  Subsequently, 
for  twenty-one  years,  he  was  professor  of  English  Bible 
and  Oriental  Literature  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Richmond.  He  is  now  professor  emeritus  and 
director  of  historical  research.  He  has  written  five 
books  and  contributed  to  a  number  of  periodicals  and 
encyclopedias. 

Throughout  the  years  Dr.  McAllister  has  main- 
tained his  keen  interest  in  his  alma  mater.  He  has 
been  a  constant  supplier  of  news  about  alumni  to 
The  Record.

Burr  P.   Harrison  Leaves 
Congressional   Post 

The  retirement  of  Burr  P.  Harrison,  '24,  after  six- 
teen years  of  service  as  Virginia's  Seventh  District 
Representative  to  Congress,  brought  wide  comment  in 
the  press  and  genuine  regret  to  his  many  friends  and 
political  supporters.  In  commenting  on  his  retirement, 
Mr.  Harrison  said  he  would  miss  the  excitement  of 
Congress  but  that  "the  doctor  has  lowered  the  boom 
on  me." 

Mr.  Harrison  served  on  the  powerful  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  a  seat  he  won  over  the  man  nomi- 
nated by  the  Democratic  leadership  in  1951. 

Mr.  Harrison  began  his  political  career  at  the  age 
of  twenty-six  when  he  was  elected  Frederick  County's 
commonwealth  attorney.  In  1940  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate,  and  he  was  appointed  circuit  judge  in 
1942.  In  1 946  he  was  elected  to  the  House  seat  left 
vacant  when  Congressman  A.  Willis  Robertson  was 
appointed  to  the  Senate.  His  political  career  is  a 
carbon  copy  of  that  of  his  father,  Thomas  Walter 
Harrison,  with  one  exception:  his  father  never  was 
commonwealth's  attorney.  The  two  had  a  law  office 
in  Winchester,  Virginia,  until  his  father's  death  in 
1935.  In  Washington,  by  his  request,  Representative 
Harrison  occupied  the  same  office  his  father  had  used. 

Mr.  Harrison's  familiar  figure  will  be  missed  on  the 
Washington  scene  by  friends  and  colleagues  who  join 
a  host  of  Virginians  in  wishing  for  him  many  more 
years  of  useful  endeavor.

Excerpts   from   Tivo   Letters 

Your  letter  has  fanned  again  into  a  blaze  the  fire 
which  has  smoldered  since  a  chance  visit  to  the  Hill 
two  years  ago.  I  had  just  about  given  up  any  hope  of 
ever  seeing  the  old  place  again  when,  on  a  trip  from 
Boston  to  Durham  where  I  was  driving  for  an  elderly 
gentleman  (92  then),  I  persuaded  him  to  deviate  a 
few  miles  and  take  in  the  old  scene.  He  was  gratified 
with  the  place,  and  of  course  my  feelings  were  stirred 
by  the  things  which  remained  the  same  and  by  the 
improvements  to  Hampden-Sydney. 

We  had  lunch  in  the  Commons  and  were  much 
amused  by  the  peanut  butter  jars  sitting  on  the  tables. 
One  fellow  took  our  especial  attention  because  of  the 
tremendous  serving  on  his  plate,  braced  on  two  sides 
by  seven  slices  of  bread  and  a  jar  of  peanut  butter. 
After  he  polished  off  his  meal,  he  turned  his  attention 


to  the  second  course  while  we  turned  our  attention 
to  him. 

It  was  on  a  Saturday  noon  and  the  team  was  away 
and  a  great  many  boys  were  hanging  about  the  dining 
room  for  want  of  better  things  to  do.  What  better 
thing  is  there  to  do  than  eat  while  in  school?  We 
talked  to  a  redhead  who  said  that  the  courses  were 
pretty  stiff  and  that  he  had  to  give  much  time  and 
energy  to  his  schedule  of  sciences. 

We  bought  postal  cards  and  looked  about  for  some- 
thing to  remind  me  of  the  old  times,  which  to  me 
were  troubled  then,  and  now  are  recalled  as  lost  op- 
portunities, but  nothing  much  concrete  came  to 
mind.  .  .  . 

Except  for  this  ...  I  have  had  [little]  contact  with 
H-S.  No,  during  World  War  I  Ernest  Thompson 
(about  '14)  belonged  to  my  ambulance  unit  for  a 
short  time,  but  left  to  go  to  officers  training  school. 
Then,  after  the  war  was  over,  I  returned  to  Charleston, 
W.  Va.,  and  [had]  a  visit  with  Garnett  Thompson 
['12].... 

After  the  war  there  was  considerable  drifting  in 
my  career.  I  worked  in  the  claims  division  of  the 
Travellers'  Insurance  Company  for  twelve  years,  went 
to  law  school  for  two  and  a  half  years,  and  then  be- 
came fed  up  with  working  indoors  and  went  to 
Massachusetts  State  for  floriculture.  Then  I  opened 
a  greenhouse  for  myself;  this  venture  was  rescued 
from  the  doldrums  by  restrictions  put  upon  us  by 
World  War  II.  Thereupon  I  went  to  the  General 
Electric  Company,  where  I  stayed  for  twenty  years,  or 
up  to  April  1  of  this  year,  when  my  65th  year  put  an 
end  to  my  activities.  For  the  moment  I  am  examining 
every  chance  to  get  back  to  work,  as  the  inactivity 
is  too  boring  for  much  retirement  "pleasure".  In  the 
course  of  this  transition  I  have  been  and  am  driving 
for  the  Red  Cross;  the  trips  take  me  to  Boston  and 
about  Berkshire  County.  .  .  .

William   C.   Richardson   Receives 
Distinguished   Service   Award 


WILLIAM  C.  RICHARDSON,  '27,   (center) 
ACCEPTS  AWARD 


William  C.  Richardson,  '27,  was  cited  for  distin- 
guished service  at  the  September  meeting  of  the 
National  Organization  of  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America,  held  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  Mr.  Richard- 
son was  one  of  eleven  men  in  the  United  States  cited 
by  the  organization.  He  has  been  associated  with 
Southern  States  Cooperative  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
for  the  past  nineteen  years. 

The  citation  read  as  follows: 

"As  Director  of  Youth  Relations  for  Southern  States 
Cooperative,  with  headquarters  in  Virginia,  he  has  been 
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very  active  in  many  FFA  activities,  among  which  is 
the  outstanding  scholarship  program  that  he  admin- 
isters, which  provides  32  scholarships  to  former  FFA 
members  to  attend  agricultural  colleges.  He  also  ap- 
propriates funds  for  sending  FFA  boys  to  the  annual 
AIC  meeting.  Mr.  Richardson  has  devoted  consider- 
able time  attending  State  conventions,  and  he  is  a 
very  popular  speaker  at  FFA  banquets  and  functions 
in  several  States  adjoining  Virginia.  He  has  served 
in  selecting  national  awards  sponsored  by  the  FFA 
Foundation.  He  initiated  the  Southern  States  Agri- 
cultural Leadership  Award  which  recognizes  outstand- 
ing teachers  of  vocational  agriculture.  Mr.  Richard- 
son is  chairman  of  the  host  committee  which  has  ar- 
ranged for  the  national  officers'  Good-Will  Tour  in 
Virginia,  and  this  past  year  through  his  efforts  the 
officers  were  presented  to  the  Virginia  State  Senate, 
where  President  Butler  spoke  to  the  group.  It  can 
be  well  said  he  is  a  vigorous  and  enthusiastic  sup- 
porter of  the  FFA  and,  as  Mr.  Richardson  remarked, 
the  only  thing  that  keeps  him  out  of  the  organization 
is  his  age  and  the  way  he  cuts  his  hair." 


Thomas   J.   Mcllwaine   Visits 
Birthplace   in  Japan 

During  the  summer  of  1962,  Thomas  J.  Mcllwaine, 
'14,  took  advantage  of  his  light  administrative  duties 
as  Prince  Edward  County's  superintendent  of  schools 
and  enjoyed  a  long-awaited  vacation  with  his  wife  and 
daugter  to  Japan. 

Mr.  Mcllwaine  was  born  of  missionary  parents  in 
Japan  and,  until  he  was  fifteen  years  old,  lived  in 
Kochi.  His  parents  returned  to  the  States  at  that  time 
and  made  their  home  in  Lancaster  county,  South 
Carolina.  Mr.  Mcllwaine  began  teaching  in  Prince 
Edward  county  in  1914  and  became  superintendent 
in  1918.  Two  brothers,  R.  H.  and  \V.  A.  Mcllwaine, 
returned  to  Japan  as  missionaries. 

In  an  interview  with  Henry  McLaughlin,  Richmond 
Times-Dispatch  News  Bureau  writer,  Mr.  Mcllwaine 
gave  the  following  account  of  his  impressions  of 
Japan,  after  an  absence  of  fifty-five  years: 

"Social  barriers  have  greatly  broken  down,"  he 
said.  "I  won't  say  completely  because  there  seems 
to  be  a  great  sense  of  family   that  still  remains." 

He  said  that  the  extent  of  emancipation  of  women 
since  his  boyhood  days  is  "striking." 

"There  used  to  be  absolutely  no  dating.  There 
was  some  casual  mixing  of  the  sexes,  but  it  was 
frowned  upon.  Marriages  were  almost  always  de- 
cided by  a  third  party." 


"Now  you  see  absolutely  free  contact  between 
the  sexes.  You  find  them  sitting  together  in  restau- 
rants— going  hand-in-hand  down  the  street." 

Mr.  Mcllwaine  also  saw  a  sharp  contrast  in  the 
economies  of  pre-World  War  I  and  post-World 
War  II. 

"When  I  lived  in  Koshi  it  was  off  the  beaten 
track.  During  the  war,  half  the  city  was  almost 
completely  destroyed.  That  half  has  been  rebuilt 
into  a  very  modern  looking  city.  You  can  see  the 
difference  in  time  when  you  look  at  the  other  half — 
little  tile  roofs,  just  like  it  was  100  years  ago." 

"Japan  is  booming  ...  a  lot  of  people  are  seeing 
more  money  than  they've  ever  seen  in  their  lives  .  .  . 
young  people  have  a  forward-looking  attitude.  They 
seem  to  see  an  opportunity   to  really  get  ahead." 

"They  are  among  the  freest  people  in  the  world 
.  .  .  when  I  was  a  boy  a  foreigner  in  Japan  had  to 
say  where  he  was  from,  where  he  was  going  and 
what  his  plans  were  when  he  checked  in  a  hotel  .  .  . 
today,  you  can  travel  in  Japan  just  as  we  do  here." 

Mr.  Mcllwaine  saw  an  acute  interest  among  the 
Japanese  in  learning  .  .  .  He  said  a  girl  came  up  to 
his  daughter  Caroline  (who  is  now  a  teacher  in 
Chesterfield  county  schools)  as  his  family  was  wait- 
ing to  catch  a  ship  home  and  asked  her  in  English, 
"would  you  talk  to  me?" 

A  similar  incident  happened  to  Mr.  Mcllwaine 
when  an  instructor  of  English  who  had  never  been 
outside  the  Far  East  asked  him  to  criticize  his  gram- 
mar and  accent. 

Although  Mr.  Mcllwaine  learned  to  speak 
Japanese  as  a  young  boy  well  enough  to  feel  at 
home  in  the  use  of  colloquial  terms,  he  found  the 
language  too,  had  changed  while  he  was  gone.  "You 
talk  like  some  of  the  old  people,"  he  was  told. 


Lieutenant  Herbert  R.   Stokes 

Gets   Air   Medal   Seventeen 

Years   Late 

"Better  late  than  never"  was  the  remark  made  by 
1st  Lieutenant  Herbert  R.  Stokes,  '40,  of  Farmville. 
Virginia,  when  he  was  presented  the  Air  Medal  he 
won  in  1945  at  ceremonies  in  late  September,  1962. 
Air  Force  regulations  require  that  medals  be  presented 
in  a  formal  ceremony  and  this  had  never  been  done. 

Lieutenant  Stokes  in  an  interview  said  that  his 
children  recently  asked  him  what  he  did  in  World 
War  II.  He  told  them  of  his  thirteen  combat  missions 
in  B-24  bombers  over  Italy  and  southern  Europe  and 
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his  being  shot  down  and  taken  prisoner  in  Hungary 
in  February,  1945.  "When  I  mentioned  the  medal  I 
won,  they  wanted  to  see  it.  I  realized  then  that  I  had 
never  actually  received  it.  I  wrote  to  the  Air  Force 
Reserve  Records  Center  in  Denver,  Colorado,  and 
asked  about  it.  They  wrote  back  that  they  had  ar- 
ranged to  have  the  medal  presented  to  me  by  my 
Reserve  Center  Commander."  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Steward  W.  Pierce,  commander  921st  Air  Force 
Reserve  Recovery  Squadron  and  the  Richmond  Air 
Force  Reserve  Center  at  Byrd  Field,  presented  the 
medal. 

Mr.  Stokes  is  an  independent  real  estate  appraiser  in 
civilian  life,  and  lives  with  his  family  in  Farmville.

1905 

For  a  man  many  years  past  compulsory  retirement  in  most 
occupations,  retiring  Fourth  Circuit  Judge  J.  Garland  Jefferson, 
Jr.,  had  a  difficult  time  getting  rid  of  his  job.  Two  years  ago. 
Judge  Jefferson  announced  plans  for  retirement  but  changed 
his  mind  and  withdrew  his  resignation  at  the  urging  of  the  bar 
associations  in  his  circuit— Amelia,  Dinwiddie.  Nottoway,  and 
Powhatan  counties.  After  Governor  Harrison  accepted  his 
resignation  this  year,  effective  September  1,  the  77-year-old 
Judge  Jefferson  planned  to  rest.  But  he  found  himself  still  on 
the  bench  for  the  first  few  weeks  while  the  governor  weighed 
the  appointment  of  a  successor. 

Judge  Jefferson  still  maintains  his  office  in  Amelia  and  for 
relaxation  enjoys  riding  over  the  900-acre  farm  near  Amelia 
which   he  and   his   brother  have  rented  out   for  cattle   farming.

Dr.  Smith 
worked  at  Florida  State  during  the  summer  of  1962  under  a 
National  Science  Foundation  giant.

ALVEY.  Richard  Perry  Alvey,  Jr.,  '29,  died  in  Richmond. 
Virginia,  on  November  11,  1962.  He  was  fifty-four  vears  old. 
His  death  was  attributed   to  a  heart  attack. 

Mr.  Alvey  was  a  native  of  Richmond.  Following  graduation 
from  Hampden-  Sydney,  he  joined  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment, where  he  rose  to  the  position  of  senior  engineer,  a  job 
he  left  in  1942  to  become  affiliated  with  a  cement  manufacturer. 
In  1954  he  joined  Hall-Hodges,  a  steel-manufacturing  firm. 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  district  manager  in   the  firm. 

In  1954  and  again  in  1959  Mr.  Alvey  was  chairman  of  the 
industrial  sections  of  the  Richmond  Area  Community  Chest 
drives  and  was  chairman  of  section  B  of  the  commerce  and 
industry  division  of  the  1962  United  Givers  Fund  campaign.  In 
1961  Mr.  Alvey  was  elected  chairman  of  the  City  Democratic 
Committee,  and  he  was  a  former  chairman  of  the  Richmond 
Citizens'  Association  committee.  Early  in  1962  he  was  named 
tri-chapter  coordinator  for  the  special  Red  Cross  volunteer 
and  blood  donor  recruitment  program  and  was  president  of  the 
Family  Service  Society.  Mr.  Alvev  was  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club,  the  Commonwealth  Club,  the  Richmond  Building  Ex- 
change, and  the  Kappa  Alpha  Order. 
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Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Lucy  K.  Alvey;  a  daughter,  Miss 
Nancy  Alvey;  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Edna  Gammon  of  Richmond. 
Burial  was  in   Hollywood  Cemetery. 

An  editorial  in  the  Richmond  News  Leader  said  in  part

felt  with  unusual  keenness  as  the  measure  of  his  quiet  service 
becomes  more  deeply  understood.  .  .  .  The  autumn  fund- 
raising  campaigns  were  a  part  of  his  life;  and  modestly,  un- 
assumingly, he  gave  every  drive  a  full  measure  of  his  energy 
and  devotion.  .  .  .  Friendly,  outgoing,  he  exemplified  the  heart 
and  soul  of  the  UGF  campaigns.  He  was  one  man,  uncom- 
plaining, taking  responsibility,  cheerfully  serving  the  city  he 
loved.   .   .  ." 

ARMISTEAD.  Dr.  Drury  Branch  Armistead,  '27,  died  in 
Greenville,  North  Carolina,  on  October  6,  1962,  following  a 
heart  attack.  He  was  fifty-six  years  old. 

Dr.  Armistead  received  his  B.  S.  degree  from  Hampdcn- 
Sydney  and  continued  his  work  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  After  several  years  as  a  resident  in  internal  medicine 
at  MCV,  he  moved  to  Greenville.  Since  1951  Dr.  Armistead 
had  been  associated  with  the  Medical  Arts  Clinic.  A  veteran 
of  World  War  II,  Dr.  Armistead  was  a  member  of  the  Pitt 
County  Medical  and  Dental  Society  and  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Shultz  Armistead;  a 
daughter,  Carolyn  Lea  Armistead;  a  son,  William  L.  Armistead, 
all  of  Greenville;  his  mother,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Armistead;  and  a  sister, 
Miss  Fiances  Armistead,  both  of   Farmville,  Virginia.

BAILEY.  Dr.  Benjamin  Herman  Bailey,  '23,  died  on  September 
22,  1962,  following  a  heart  attack  suffered  while  watching  the 
Virginia-William  and  Mary  football  game  in  Williamsburg. 
He  was  sixty-one  years  old. 

Dr.  Bailey  was  a  native  of  Powhatan  County  and  began  his 
practice  of  Medicine  in  Sandston  in  1927,  having  graduated  from 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1926.  He  interned  one  year  at 
Johnston-Willis  Hospital.  For  many  years  he  was  the  only 
doctor  in  the  Sandston  community.  During  that  time  he  de- 
livered 4,200  babies.  He  was  honored  in  May,  1953,  at  a  special 
dinner  given  to  him  upon  the  occasion  of  his  moving  to 
Yorktown.  An  earlier  heart  attack  had  forced  him  to  limit  his 
practice.  The  athletic  field  at  Highland  Springs  High  School 
was  named  in  his  honor.  In  Sandston  he  was  active  in  the 
Masonic  lodge,  the  Sandston  Civic  Club,  and  the  Sandston 
Baptist  Church,  where  he  served  as  a  deacon. 

Dr.  Bailey  was  a  member  of  the  American,  Southern,  and 
Tri-State  Medical  Associations,  the  Academy  of  General  Practice, 
the  Academy  of  Medicine,  and  the  Commonwealth  and  Her- 
mitage clubs.  He  was  a  past  president  of  the  Yorktown- 
Williamsburg-James   City   County   Medical   Society. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Frances  Rives  Adcock  Bailey; 
three  sons,  Major  Benjamin  Herman  Bailey,  Jr.,  stationed  in 
London.  England,  First  Lieutenant  Robert  Rives  Bailey,  of 
Tacoma,  Washington,  and  Dean  Adcock  Bailey,  '59,  of  York 
County;   and   four  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Yorktown  Baptist  Church,  with 
burial  in  Peninsula  Memorial  Park,  Newport  News. 

BROCK.  Robert  Kincaid  Brock,  editor  of  The  Record  and  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1897,  died  at  Southside  Community 
Hospital,  Farmville,  Virginia,  on  November  18,  1962.  He  was 
eighty-four  years  old. 

Mr.  Brock  was  a  native  of  Buckingham  County,  the  son  of 
Dr.  Henry  Clay  Brock  and  Mary  Carter  Irving  Brock.  He  was 
born  at  "Rolfeton,"  the  Irving  ancestral  home,  on  May  29,  1878. 
When  eight  years  old  he  was  brought  to  Hampden-Sydney 
when  his  father  joined  the  faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 
He  attended  private  schools  and  was  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  with  an  A.  B.  degree.  Following  his  graduation  he 
taught  in  Surry  and  Halifax  counties  in  Virginia  and  four  years 
in  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  He  studied  law  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  and  was  admitted  to  the  State  Bar  in  1904.  Shortly 
thereafter  he  joined  the  firm  of  Watkins  and  Watkins  in 
Farmville.  and  upon  the  death  of  Captain  R.  H.  Watkins,  the 
firm  became  Watkins  and  Brock.  In  1912  Mr.  Brock  was  elected 
to  the  Virginia  State  Senate,  serving  until  his  retirement  in 
1948.  In  1938  Hampden-Sydney  College  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  Litt.  D. 


Mr.  Brock  served  on  the  Prince  Edward  County  Democratic 
committee  from  the  early  1920's.  He  became  chairman  in  1936, 
and  served  as  Secretary  of  the  State  Senatorial  district.  He  was 
the  first  chairman  of  the  Prince  Edward  County  American  Red 
Cross,  organized  in  1915;  a  charter  member  and  a  past  president 
of  the  Farmville  Lions  Club  and  a  past  District  Governor  of 
the  Lions  International;  a  charter  trustee  and  member  of  board 
of  directors  of  Southside  Community  Hospital;  a  member  of 
Chi  Phi  social  fraternity;  organizer  and  president  of  the  Comity 
Club  until  its  recent  dissolution;  and  a  member  of  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa  and  Pi  Delta  Epsilon. 

While  a  member  of  the  State  Senate,  Mr.  Brock  served  on 
many  important  committees  and  was  the  patron  of  resolutions 
to  invite  Winston  Churchill  to  address  the  Virginia  Legislature 
in  1946.  He  was  the  chief  patron  on  bills  to  establish  Sayler's 
Creek  Battlefield  Park.  Mr.  Brock  was  also  instrumental  in 
having  a  picture  depicting  the  landing  of  the  three  ships  Susan 
Constant,  Goodspeed.  and  Discovery  at  Jamestown  painted.  The 
picture  was  unveiled  October  28.  1949,  in  the  old  Senate 
chamber  of  the  State  Capitol.  Mr.  Block's  interest  in  history 
led  him  to  write  several  books,  among  them  Archibald  Can*  of 
Ampthill  and  Needham  Law  School  in  Cumberland  County.  He 
was  the  first  and  only  editor  of  the  Alumni  Record  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  serving  from  1926  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Surviving  is  a  sister,  Miss  Delia  Eldridge  Brock  of  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Graveside  services  were  held  in  the  College  Church 
cemetery.   [See  Editorial.] 

EMURIAN.  Henri  H.  Emurian.  '31.  died  unexpectedly  in 
Clifton  Forge.  Virginia,  on  November  6.  1962.  He  was  fifty-two 
years  of  age.  Mr.  Emurian  served  as  minister  of  music  in  the 
Central  Methodist  Church  of  Clifton  Forge.  He  was  the  son 
of  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  S.  K.  Emurian  of  Norfolk,  Virginia. 
and  a  brother  of  Ernest  K.  Emurian,  '31,  of  Arlington,  Virginia. 

GREENLEES.  William  Everette  ('Sandy")  Greenlees,  '33,  died 
in  Big  Spring,  Texas,  on  August  11,  1962,  following  a  long 
illness.  He  was  sixty-one  years  old. 

Mr.  Greenlees  was  born  in  Houston,  Texas,  on  September 
2,  1910.  He  graduated  from  Danville  Military  Institute,  Danville, 
Virginia,  in  1928,  and  later  attended  Hampden-Sydney.  He 
graduated  from  Tulane  University  School  of  Law  in  February, 
1943,  where  he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Delta  Phi,  honorary  legal 
fraternity.  He  practiced  law  in  Big  Spring,  Texas,  from  1946 
until  illness  forced  his  retirement  in  1954.  He  served  as  City 
Judge  of  Big  Spring  for  many  years.  Active  in  civic  and  church 
work  all  of  his  life,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lions  Club,  the 
Toastmasters  Club,  the  Texas  Bar  Association.  He  was  a  teacher, 
superintendent  of  Sunday  School,  and  deacon  and  later  an 
elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Greenlees  was  stricken  with  multiple  sclerosis  in  January, 
1950,  and  for  the  last  six  years  of  his  life  was  a  complete  invalid. 
Though  frustrated  by  illness  in  the  very  prime  of  his  life  and 
career,  his  life  was  not  wasted.  All  who  visited  him  could  not 
help  gaining  strength  and  a  sense  of  humility  from  his  keen 
mind,  lasting  sense  of  humor,  and   brave  spirit.

HOGE.  Samuel  Sayers  Hoge,  Jr.,  '15,  died  on  September  16, 
1962,  in  Pearisburg,  Virginia.

Mr.  Hoge  was  a  native  of  Giles  County  and  was  born  on  the 
family  farm  at  Hoge's  Chapel  in  1892,  the  son  of  S.  S.  and 
Mollie  Price  Hoge.

with  him  for  the  past  seventeen  years  and  am  in  a  position  to 
really  know.  .  .  ."

McNEEL.  Isaac  McNeel,  '27,  died  suddenly  in  Charleston.  West 
Virginia,  on  November  4,  following  a  brief  illness.

REED.  John  Robert  Reed.  '52,  died  in  Burlington,  West  Vir- 
ginia, on  May  30,  1962. 

RODGERS.  Samuel  Dagnell  Rodgers,  '95,  died  on  September 
4,  1962,  in  Petersburg,  Virginia,  following  a  long  illness.  He  was 
eighty-eight  years  old. 

Mr.  Rodgers  was  born  in  1872  on  the  campus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  He  was  educated  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
moved  to  Petersburg  in  1893.  In  1930  he  started  work  for  the 
Petersburg  Progress-Index,  handling  the  Hopewell  bureau  until 
ill  health  forced  him  to  retire  in  1949.  From  1919  to  1949  Mr. 
Rodgers  served  Petersburg  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia. 

Survivors  are  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  R.  Sthreshley  of 
Petersburg,  and  several  grandchildren.  Burial  was  in  Blandford 
Cemetery. 

STOKES.  Henry  Straughan  Stokes.  '00.  died  on  December  3, 
I9S2,  in  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina. 
His  death  followed  an  illness  of  four  days.  He  was  eighty-one 
years  old.  Just  a  week  prior  to  his  death,  Mr.  Stokes  had 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Winston-Salem  alumni. 


Mr.  Stokes  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward  County,  the  son 
of  Colin  and  Florence  Turpin  Stokes.  He  attended  the  Prince 
Edward  County  schools,  Randolph  Macon  Academy,  and  earned 
his  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney.  In  1911 
he  married  Miss  Eloise  Brown. 

Mr.  Stokes  had  been  associated  with  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco 
Company  for  forty-seven  years.  He  was  superintendent  in  charge 
of  leaf  processing  when  he  retired  in  1947.  He  was  one  of  the 
founding  directors  in  1934  of  the  First  National  Bank  in 
Winston-Salem,  and  chairman  of  the  board  for  three  years  before 
his  retirement  in  1960.  He  served  as  president  of  the  bank 
from  1948  to  1951  and  was  named  honorary  chairman  upon 
the  occasion  of  his  retirement.  From  1937  until  1947  Mr.  Stokes 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  directors  at  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Tobacco  Company,  and  served  on  the  boards  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage,  the  YMCA,  and  the  Winston-Salem 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was  active  in  Rotary  Club,  the 
Twin  City  Club,  and  the  Elks  Club. 

Survivors  are  Mrs.  Stokes  and  two  sons,  Colin  Stokes  of 
Winston-Salem,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Brown  Stokes  of  Tryon, 
and  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Walter  Elsee  of  Smithfield. 

"I'houghout  his  life.  Mr.  Stokes  was  a  loyal  supporter  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College. 

STUART.  Dr.  John  Leigh  tun  Stuart.  '96,  died  on  September 
18,  1962.  in  the  Washington  Hospital  Center.  He  was  eighty-six 
years  old  and  death  followed  a  long   illness. 

Dr.  Stuart,  the  only  American  clergyman  ever  to  be  appointed 
an  Ambassador,  served  as  the  United  States  representative  to 
Nationalist  China  from  1946  until  his  resignation  in  1952.  The 
son  of  Presbyterian  missionary  parents.  Dr.  Stuart  was  born 
in  China  on  June  24,  1876,  and  returned  to  the  United  States 
for  his  education  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Richmond.  After  his  marriage  to  the  former 
Miss  Alice  Rocld,  he  returned  to  China  to  carry  on  the  work 
his  parents  had   begun.  Mrs.  Stuart  died   in    1926. 

Dr.  Stuart  founded  Yenching  University  in  1919.  The  school 
is  considered  to  have  been  one  of  the  outstanding  universities 
in  the  world.  He  also  taught  a  course  in  the  New  Testament 
at  Nanking  University.  For  three  years,  1905-1908.  he  served  as 
a  missionary  in  Hangchow.  Dr.  Stuart's  service  as  Ambassador 
was  interrupted  when  the  Communists  took  over  the  mainland, 
but  he  continued  as  ambassador  to  Nationalist  China  on  For- 
mosa until  1952.  when  he  resigned  because  of  failing  health. 
Dr.  Stuart  received  many  honors,  among  them  the  decoration 
of  the  First  Class  Order  of  Merit  of  the  Republic  of  China. 
Several  books  came  from  his  pen.  including  seminary  textbooks 
in  Chinese  and  a  Commentary  on  the  Apocalypse,  also  in 
Chinese.  Fifty  Years  in  China  appeared  in  1954.  Princeton 
University  conferred  on  him  the  Litt.  D.  degree  in  1930,  and 
Austin  College  conferred  the  same  degree  in  1950. 

A  son,  John  Leighton  Stuart,  survives.  Memorial  services  were 
held  at  the  Church  of  the  Pilgrims  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

THOMAS.  Mrs.  Margaret  Washington  Thomas,  widow  of  Dr. 
George  H.  Thomas,  died  September  6,  1962,  in  Staunton,  Vir- 
ginia. She  was  ninety-one  years  old.  Her  husband  died  on 
September  5,  1947. 

Survivors  are  three  daughters,  Mrs.  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  Mrs.  Rufus  Owen  of  Cluster  Springs,  and 
Mrs.  L.  C.  Whaley  of  Victoria;  two  sons,  George  H.  Thomas,  Jr. 
of  Staunton,  and  William  W.  Thomas,  '35,  of  Spotswood;  and 
two  sisters,  Mrs.  Frank  Irons  of  Winter  Haven,  Florida,  and 
Mrs.  Mamie  Campbell  of  Springfield,  West  Virginia.

The  Record  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association 


First  Successful   Football 
Season  Since   1959 

The  1962  version  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Tigers 
made  a  happy  man  out  of  head  coach  Stokeley  Fulton 
and  a  happy  group  out  of  the  Tiger  alumni.  The 
reason  for  all  this  abundant  joy  was  the  first  winning 
season  (6-4)  of  the  Tigers  since  1959  when  they  were 
5-3-1.  It  was  Coach  Fulton's  first  winning  season  as 
head  coach  and  brought  his  career  record  to  11-16. 
Highlights  of  the  season  included  a  win  over  un- 
defeated Concord  and  a  36-0  romp  over  archrival 
Randolph-Macon. 

The  season  must  be  looked  at  in  view  of  the  teams 
played  to  get  an  accurate  picture  of  the  ability  of  the 
Tigers.  Included  in  the  Tiger  schedule  were  four 
teams  that  were  undefeated  at  the  time  that  they 
played  the  Tigers:  Washington  and  Lee,  Western 
Maryland,  Emory  and  Henry,  and  Concord.  Of  these 
four  undefeated  teams,  three  of  them  were  conference 
champions.  The  Tigers  managed  to  outscore  their 
opponents  155  to  100  and  end  the  season  with  a 
four-game  winning  streak  that  saw  the  Tigers  score 
95  points  to  the  opposition's  14. 

The  lack  of  scoring  punch  was  the  reason  for  the 
Tiger's  non-winning  ways  at  the  first  of  the  season. 
In  the  first  five  games  the  Tigers  had  ten  passes  inter- 
cepted and  lost  five  fumbles  to  the  opposition.  In  all, 
five  touchdowns,  as  well  as  a  field  goal,  were  set  up  for 
the  opposition  by  the  Tiger  offense,  in  the  first  five 
games.  In  the  sixth  game  against  Emory  and  Henry 
the  Tigers  were  spanked  soundly  20-0  mainly  on 
their  own  miscues.  Taking  the  lessons  learned  at  the 
Emory  game  to  heart,  the  Tigers  bounced  back  to 
end  the  season  with  a  four-game  winning  streak  and 
the  greatest  recorded  defeat  of  a  Randolph-Macon 
team,  topping  the  1917  victory  of  33-0. 

Individual   players 


stood  out  for  the  Tigers, 
but  the  season  must  be 
considered  a  team  suc- 
cess. State  and  national 
honors  came  the  way  of 
Tiger  individuals.  Lewis 
Everette  in  his  final  sea- 
son for  the  Tigers  won 
the  Bedford  Jaycees 
award  for  the  outstand- 
ing sportsmanship  in 
Virginia  small  colleges 
as  well  as  being  recog- 
nized by  the  Associated 
Press  with  an  Honor- 
able Mention  Little  All- 
American  berth,  one  of 
four  backs  in  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina  to 
receive  mention.  In  ad- 
dition to  outside  awards,  Lewis  was  voted  the  most 
valuable  player  on  the  1962  Tiger  squad  by  his 
teammates. 

In  all,  the  Tigers  lost  six  seniors.  Everette  was  the 
leading  offensive  gun  on  the  squad  with  841  yards 
in  total  offense  of  which  815  were  rushing  yardage. 
He  finished  with  a  4.15  yard  per  carry  rushing  average.

Freddie  Mitchell  was 
another  big  offensive 
gun  for  the  Tigers  with 
his  passing  arm.  Freddie 
was  converted  to  quar- 
terback after  playing 
two  and  one-half  seasons 
at  halfback,  and  last 
year  won  the  MVP 
award  in  the  Shrine 
Bowl  game  in  Rich- 
mond. This  year  he  led 
the  Tiger  air  attack  with 
475  yards  in  36  comple- 
tions out  of  75  attempts. 
He  passed  for  three 
touchdowns  and  scored 
51  points  to  finish  sec- 
ond in  the  state  (all  col- 
leges)  in  scoring. 

Dennis  Dills,  an  un- 
heralded senior  half- 
back, had  his  best  sea- 
son and  was  honored  by  his  teammates  with  the  most 
improved  player  award  and  the  team  sportsmanship 
award.  Denny,  playing  from  the  running  back  slot, 
picked  up  432  yards  and  a  4.28  rushing  average. 

Otis  Bradley  and  Joey  Viar  were  the  only  two 
seniors  in  the  line  and  were  instrumental  in  the 
strong  defense  that  the  Tigers  threw  up  the  latter 
part  of  the  season.  Otis  was  awarded  the  outstanding 
defensive  player  trophy  by  his  teammates.  Joey  was 
the  leading  pass  receiver  with  204  yards  in  14  catches. 
Ernie  Curry,  an  unheralded  senior,  played  linebacker 
and  according  to  coach  Fulton  was  one  of  the  most 
valuable  reserves. 

The  key  point  of  the  Tiger  team  was  its  outstand- 
ing offensive  game  that  could  run  or  pass.  In  all,  the 
Tigers  averaged  271.4  yards  and  15.5  points  per  game. 
Tiger  alumni  can  look  with  pride  on  the  1962 
Tiger  team  and  look  with  anticipation  to  the  1963 
season  with  a  veteran  team  of  18  lettermen  returning.
